In  compiling  this  short  history  of  Seven  Marstellers  and 
their  lineal  descendants,  the  author  has  kept  constantly  in 
mind  the  necessity  for  accurate  information  to  the  end  that 
his  children  and  their  posterity  might  have  indisputable  evi¬ 
dence  of  their  ancestry. 

The  facts  have  been  gathered  from  many  sources,  but 
principally  from  tombstones;  family  Bibles:  albums;  the  records 
of  the  New  Hanover  Lutheran  Church;  Trinity  Lutheran 
Church,  Reading,  Pa;  the  records  of  St.  Michael  Lutheran 
Church,  Philadelphia.  Pa ;  the  records  of  the  Augustus  Luther¬ 
an  Church,  Trappe,  Pa.;  the  records  of  Rev.  George  Sc’nu- 
mucker,  pastor  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  Hagerstown,  Md.;  the 
will  of  Frederick  Ludwig  Marsteller  (Will  book  K,  page  120, 
dated  November  10,  1763,  to  be  found  in  Courthouse,  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pa.);  Thirty  Thousand  Immigrants,"  by  Rupp;

The  coat  of  arms  is  the  Marsteller  Armorial  of  the  original 
grant,  dating  from  the  First  Crusade  A.  D.  1076.  in  which  it  was 
borne  by  a  Sir  Knight  Crusader  of  that  name. 

Henri  de  Anjou  conferred  a  grant  of  arms  upon  Henri  Pierre 
Marstella  1699,  for  bringing  about  a  peace  treaty  between  the 
people  of  Gascogne.

The  will  was  proved  November  10,  I  753,  and  letters  testamentary 
granted  to  the  executors  by  William  Plumsted.  Register  General,  the 
executors  being  required  to  file  an  inventory  before  December  10  fol¬ 
lowing  and  to  render  an  account  of  their  transactions. 

There  is  no  record  of  the  filing  of  the  inventory  or  of  an  account. 
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This  is  a  picture  of  the  Augustus  Lutheran  Church,  Trappe, 
Pennsylvania,  built  1743.  Frederick  Ludwig  Marsteller  was  one 
of  its  founders.  The  picture  was  furnished  by  the  Historical 
Society  of  Norristown,  Pennsylvania. 
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HE  following  three  brothers,  with  their  wives  and  a  sister,  were 
the  original  Marsteliers  who  immigrated  from  Hesse  Darmstadt, 
Germany,  to  make  their  future  home  in  North  America,  all  of  whom 
se  tiled  on  the  banks  of  the  Shippack  Creek,  in  New  Providence  Town¬ 
ship,  near  Trappe,  Pennsylvania,  and  all  of  whom  were  closely  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  Augustus  Lutheran  Church  of  that  community. 

Johann  Georg  and  wife,  Anna  Margarthea  (1727);  FREDERICK. 
LUDWIG  and  wife,  Barbara  (Aug.  19,  1729);  Peter  and  wife,  Anna 
Maria  (Oct.  5,  I  737);  Anna  Margaretha  (1729)  who,  the  records  of 
the  Augustus  Lutheran  Church  show,  married  Nicholas  Corpor,  De¬ 
cember  3,  1734.

REDERICK  LUDWIG  MARSTELLER  was  born  in  Hesse  Darrn- 
stardt,  Germany  in  1  702  and  immigrated  to  North  America  with 
his  wife,  Barbara,  in  1729  on  the  ship  Mortonhouse,  James  Coultas  be¬ 
ing  master.  The  records  show  that  the  ship  sailed  from  Rotrerdam 
and,  clearing  from  Deal,  England,  June  21,  1729,  arrived  at  Philadel¬ 
phia  on  August  19,  1729,  and  immediately  upon  his  arrival  Frederick 
Ludwig  subscribed  to  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  George  II  of  England. 

He  settled  upon  the  banks  of  Shippack  Creek  in  New  Providence 
Township,  now  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  near  Trappe,  where 
he  bought  I  73  acres  and  78  perches.  He  was  prominent  in  the  found 
ing  of  the  Augustus  Lutheran  church  at  Trappe,  Pennsylvania,  which 
was  erected  in  1743.  His  name  appears  today  on  a  mural  stone  at 
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the  front  door  entering  the  church.  Before  the  Augustus  congregation 
was  organized,  however,  Frederick  Ludwig  Was  a  trustee  of  the  Ger¬ 
man  Anabaptist  Society  (Minnonites)  of  Methacton  (now  Worcester) 
township,  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  but  at  the  organization 
of  Augustus  Lutheran  congregation,  he  had  all  his  children  baptized 
by  the  Rev.  John  Casper  Stoever,  an  itinerant  Lutheran  clergyman, 
who  was  the  predecessor  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Malchior  Muhlenburg. 

The  death  and  burial  of  Frederick  Ludwig  Marsteller  is  recorded 
in  Volume  1  of  the  records  of  the  Augustus  Lutheran  Church,  and 
reads  as  follows :  Buried  October  1/,  1753,  Frederick  Ludwig  Mar¬ 
steller,  who  died  in  the  night  14-15  October.  Pastor  Brumholtz  preach¬ 
ed  in  German  and  Rev.  Henry  Melchior  Muhlenburg  in  English.' 

The  following  were  the  children  of  FREDERICK  LUDWIG  and 
Barbara  Marsteller  as  recorded  by  a  deed  transferring  a  lot  dated  May 
3,  1763,  at  Reading,  Pe  nnsylvania,  (Book  B-3,  p.  451),  and  signed  by 
Barbara  and  her  children  : 

A.  John  Henry,  born  July  31,  1730;  baptized  August  3  1 .  1730. 
Sponsor,  John  Henry  Berghoffer.  John  Henry  Marsteller  and  Barbara 
Van  Nossen,  daughter  of  Adam  Van  Nossen.were  married  on  Decem¬ 
ber  13,  1753  and  their  children  were: 

L  Frederick,  born,  Nov.  12,  1754;  baptized  Dec.  9,  1754. 

2.  Johannon,  born,  June  12.  1  756 ;  baptized  July  4,  I  756

B.  Anna  Margaretha,  born  January  6,  1  732  ;  baptized  January  13* 

1  732  ,  Sponsors,  Johann  Georg  Marsteller  and  wife,  Anna  Margaretha. 
This  daughter  of  Frederick  Ludwig  probably  died  young  as  there  is 
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no  further  mention  of  her  in  any  of  the  available  records  or  in  her 
father’s  will. 

C.  John  Daniel,  born,  February  6,  1733;  baptized  February  1  !, 
1733;  Sponsor,  John  Daniel  Warlich.  According  to  the  records  of  the 
Hanover  Lutheran  Church,  he  and  Elizabeth  Unstat  were  married  on 
December  20,  1  764,  and  one  child  was  born  to  this  couple  : 

L  Margaretha,  born,  March  1  7,  I  766;  baptized  June  15,  1  766. 

D.  Frederick,  born,  August  5,  1734  ;  baptized  August  1  1,  1  734  ; 
Sponsor,  John  Frederick  Weber.  According  to  the  records  of  the  St. 
Michael  Lutheran  church,  Germantown,  Pennsylvania,  Frederick  Mai- 
steller  and  Susanna  Schrack  were  married  in  this  church  on  January 
25,  1  768.  They  were,  however,  from  the  Providence  Township  and 
were  not  members  of  the  St.  Michael  Lutheran  church  since  the  mar¬ 
riage  Was  by  License. 

E.  JOHN  GEORGE  (See  below). 

F.  Valentine,  born,  December  25,  1738;  baptized  December  26, 

1  738  ;  Sponsor,  Christian  Borgen.  According  to  the  records  of  the 
Augustus  Lutheran  church,  he  and  Magdalena  Hennrick  Were  married 
on  May  22,  1766  “Af:er  due  proclamation.''  He  and  his  wife  settled 
in  Bucks  county  and  four  children  were  born  to  this  couple  :  Moses, 
Catherine,  Ehznbeth,  and  Hannah.  A  deed  properly  recorded  shows 
that  in  1805,  he  transferred  to  his  son,  Moses,  certain  farming  imple¬ 
ments  and  household  goods  in  consideration  of  his  being  maintained 
the  remainder  of  his  life. 

G.  Philip  (Philippus),  born,  January  1,  1742;  baptized  January 
6,  I  742  ;  Sponsor,  Phil  p  Grossman.  He  and  Magdalena  Rice  (Reiss), 
daughter  of  Johannes  and  Katherine  Rice  (Reiss),  Were  married  by 
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Rev.  John  Stoever  on  April  22,  1766.  Philip  Marsteller  located  in 
the  Mill  Creek  Township,  Lebanon  County,  Pennsylvania  and  Was 
active  in  1  775  and  1776  in  raising  troops  for  the  American  cause.  In 
addition  to  this  service  to  the  American  Revolution,  he  Was  a  member 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Constitional  Convention  and  the  State  Assembly  ; 
Was  paymaster  of  the  State  Militia,  August  1  777  ;  Was  agent  to  super¬ 
intend  the  purchase  of  flour  for  the  French  fleet,  July  1779  ;  and  was 
assistant  forage  master,  April  1780.  So  valuable  Was  his  service  that 
George  Washington  sent  Major  Philip  Marsteller  a  letter  of  thanks 
(this  letter  is  in  the  Congressional  Library).  Philip  Marsteiler  Was  one 
of  the  honorary  pall-bearers  at  the  funeral  of  George  Washington  on 
December  18.  1  799.  Shortly  after  the  Revolution,  he  moved  with  his 
family  to  Alexandria,  Virginia,  and  served  as  Mayor  there  in  1791.  He 
died  in  1804  and  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  of  Old  Christ  Church. 
(The  author  had  to  do  considerable  research  work  in  tracing  the  his¬ 
tory  of  Philip  and  Magdalena  Marsteller  after  their  marriage.  The 
second  volume  of  the  records  of  the  Augustus  Lutheran  Church  had 
been  lost.  However,  the  author  was  fortunate  in  locating  an  olclGer- 
man  Commentary,  published  1773,  owned  by  Philip  Marsteller  and 
now  in  the  possession  of  Miss  Clara  E.  Milburn,  of  Alexandria,  Va. 
Miss  Corinne  Marsteller  Milburn,  her  sister,  was  kind  enough  to  furnish 
the  author  the  following  data)  :  To  Philip  Marsteller  and  wife,  Mag¬ 
dalena,  were  born  the  following  children  :

T  OHN  GEORGE  MARSTELLER,  son  of  FREDERICK  LUDWIG 
^  MARSTELLER,  Was  born  May  24,  1736,  and  baptized  June  1> 
1736;  Sponsor,  John  George  Grossman.  According  to  tire  recoros 
of  the  Augustus  Lutheran  Church,  he  and  Elizabeth  Kuster  (Custer), 
daughter  of  Nicholas  Kuster  (Custer),  were  married  on  June  25,  1761. 
After  the  marriage,  he  located  in  Limerick  Township,  Montgomery 
County  and  then  afterwards  resided  for  a  time  at  the  present  site  of 
Reading,  Pennsylvania  About  1779,  John  George  with  his  wife  and 
family  moved  to  Frederick  County,  Maryland  and  then  later  about 
I  790,  he  moved  to  Washington  County,  Maryland,  where  he  owned 
land,  and,  died  there  in  1800.  The  records  of  Washington  County 
Maryland,  show  a  settlement  of  his  property,  November  10,  1800.  The 
following  children  were  born  of  John  George  Marsteller  and  wife, 
Elizabeth :

Elizabeth  (Kuster)  Marsteller  was  an  Anabaptist  and  this  proba¬ 
bly  accounts  for  the  discontinuance  of  sprinkling  as  a  mode  of  bap- 
t.sm  in  this  family  ;  later  on,  this  branch  of  the  Marsteliers  united  with 
the  Baptist  church.  Both  John  George  and  Elizabeth  Marsteller  were 
buried  in  the  Old  Lutheran  Cemetery  at  Sharpsburg.  Maryland.

D  ENNIS  MARSTELLER,  son  of  JOHN  GEORGE  and  ELIZABETH 
MARSTELLER,  was  born  in  Frederick  County.  Maryland,  in  1  768 
and  married  Rebecca  Caywood,  daughter  of  Stephen  Caywood,  in 
1810.  Rebeckah  Caywood  Marsteller,  descended  from  an  old  Mont¬ 
gomery  County  (Maryland)  family  of  slave  owners,  was  born  in  Mont¬ 
gomery  County,  Maryland,  in  1  792,  and  died  in  Washington  County, 
Maryland.  For  a  number  of  years,  Dennis  Marsteller  Was  a  shopkeep¬ 
er  at  Sharpsburg.  Maryland  ;  later  on,  he  engaged  in  farming  in  Wash¬ 
ington  County.  Maryland.  Rebeckah  Caywood  Marsteller  died  in 
1853.  and  Dennis  Marsteller  died  in  1856.  Both  are  buried  in  the  old 
Lutheran  graveyard  in  Sharpsburg.  Maryland.  The  following  were 
the  children  of  DENNIS  MARSTELLER  and  Rebeckah  Marsteller:

SA  CAYWOOD  MARSTELLER,  son  of  DENNIS  and  REBECKAH 
MARSTELLER,  was  born  in  Washington  County,  Maryland,  in 
1815.  According  to  the  records  of  Washington  County.  Hagerstown. 
Maryland,  he  and  Sarah  Ann  Eustis  Were  married  on  April  9,  1834. 
Asa  Cay  wood,  the  grand  old  man  of  the  author’s  family,  and  his  wife 
were  deeply  interested  in  church  Work  and  they  helped  to  found  the 
old  Mount  Zion  stone  Baptist  church  which  still  stands  near  Duffieids, 
now  West  Virginia,  on  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad.  The  author 
has  preached  several  times  in  this  old  church.  The  late  Dr.  R.  H. 
Pitts,  Editor  of  the  Religious  Herald,  Richmond.  Virginia,  once  re¬ 
marked  to  the  author  :  ‘‘John,  your  grand-father,  Asa  Caywood  Mar¬ 
steller,  Was  one  of  the  most  godly  men  I  have  ever  known.’’  About 

Asa  Caywood  Marsteller  moved  to  Sandy  Hook,  Maryland, 
where  he  followed  shopkeeping  until  shortly  after  John  Brown’s  raid  ; 
then  he  bought  a  farm  near  Gore,  Virginia  (now  W.  Va.),  a  short  dis¬ 
tance  from  Charles  Town,  West  Virginia.  Here  he  remained  until 
the  death  of  his  wife,  February  25,  1872,  and  then  he  moved  to  Mar- 
linsburg,  West  Virginia,  where  he  lived  until  his  death,  December  20. 
1892.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  buried  at  Charles  Town,  West  Virgin¬ 
ia  The  following  children  were  born  to  this  couple  : 
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A.  Mary  Jane,  born  at  Sharpsburg,  Maryland,  1839;  married 
Willi  am  Lenox  at  Sandy  Hook,  Maryland  in  1857;  died  at  Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania,  January  24,  1882  ;  and  Was  buried  at  Martinsburg.  West 
Virginia.  Their  children  were  : 

1.  Daniel  was  born  at  Sandy  Hook,  Maryland,  1859,  and  died  at 
Dormont,  Pennsylvania,  January  5,  1924.

JOHN  MARION  MARSTELLER,  son  of  ASA  CAYWOOD  and 
aJ\  Marsteller  was  born  at  Sharpsburg,  Maryland,  June  8, 
1841.  H  e  and  Anna  Eliza  Savin,  daughter  of  Patrick  Chapman  Savin 
and  Mary  Ann  Savin,  were  married  at  Sandy  Hook,  Maryland,  or.  May 
25,  1862.  She  died  at  Martinsburg,  West  Virginia,  January  28,  1881, 
and  Was  buried  in  the  Marsteller  lot  there.  John  Marion  Marsteller 
then  married  Sarah  Savin,  daughter  of  John  Chapman  Savin  and 
Margaret  Savin,  1886,  and  she  died  at  Martinsburg,  West  Virginia, 
November  17,  1897.  John  Marion  Marsteller  died  on  June  25,  1898 
and  was  buried  at  Martinsburg,  West  Virginia.  There  were  no  children 
by  the  second  marriage. 

At  the  time  of  John  Brown’s  raid,  John  Marion  Marsteller  was 
employed  by  the  United  States  Armory  and  Rifle  Works  at  Harper’s 
Ferry.  Virginia  (now  West  Virginia).  On  Sunday  night,  October  16, 

1 859,  while  on  his  Way  to  visit  Anna  Eliza  Savin  (later,  his  wife),  he 
Was  accosted  by  some  of  John  Brown’s  men  who  informed  him  that 
he  could  not  cross  the  river.  During  the  fighting.  Fountain  Beckman, 
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agent  at  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad  station,  and  also  mayor  of 
the  town,  was  mortally  wounded  by  one  of  the  raiders.  This  so  in- 
censed  the  citizens  that  they  seized  one  of  John  Brown's  men,  named 
Thompson,  riddled  his  body  with  bullets  and  threw  it  into  the  river. 
Among  those  who  participated  in  this  event  Was  P.  C.  Savin,  the  au¬ 
thor  s  grand-father  and  John  Savin,  the  author’s  grand-uncle.  When 
one  of  John  Brown’s  men  attempted  to  escape  by  swimming  the  river, 
a  squad  was  hastily  formed  to  intercept  him.  John  Marion  Marsteller, 
a  lad  of  19,  was  one  of  that  squad  and  when  the  order  Was  given  to 
shoot  the  man.  John  Marion,  hearing  the  man  shout,  “In  God’s  name, 
don’t  shoot,  I  surrender,’’  raised  his  rifle  and  fired  over  the  man’s  head. 
When  John  Brown  first  came  to  Sandy  Hook,  Maryland,  he  went  un¬ 
der  the  name  of  Captain  John  Smith.  He  organized  a  Methodist  class 

there  and  the  author’s  mother,  Anna  Eliza  Savin,  was  a  member  of 
this  class. 

After  the  Civil  War,  John  Marion  Marsteller  moved  to  Martins- 
burg,  West  Virginia,  where  he  entered  the  employment  of  the  Balti¬ 
more  and  Ohio  Railroad.  He  finally  became  Master  Mechanic  of  the 
second  division  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  which  position 
he  held  until  his  death  in  1898.  He  Was  a  member  of  the  Baptist 
church  and  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Order.  To  JOHN  MARION 
MARSTELLER  and  Anna  Eliza  (Savin)  Marsteller  (first  wife),  the 
following  children  Were  born  :
